‘Sir Francls Baring, the founder of the great 
firm whose recent difficulties have so greajly dis- 
turbed the financial world, was. one of the six 
millionvire bankers of the last century, Hulling 
from Germany, the’ immediate ancestor of the 
family was Herr Francis Baring. pastor of the 
LutheranfChurch: at Bremen. His son John 
settled os a cloth manufacturer at Larkbeer in 
Devonshire andleft’ a fair fortune to his four sons, 
two of whom came to London and set ‘up as 
wooland dye merchants, |The younger cf these, 
Francis, then sole head of the Firm, wound up 
his old affairs and (urnedto banking transactlons, 
He speculated largely in. Government loans and 
soon became the friend and finhncial adviser of 
the Premier, Lord Shelburne, whose successor, 
William Pitt, creatrd the waeenlia) banker a 
baronet in 1793, He died in “1810 leaving 
behind him a:fortune of two millions s erling 
and ,the, repu'ation of’ being, in his own 


jin the eighteenth century. Of his. four sons 
the only oneleft in the firm eventually was 
Alexander Boring, ‘the Great.' His brother, 
Henry Baring, was passionately addicted to gam- 
bling which, he carried on ata high rate at the 
Palnis Royal, Paris, and other famous hells- of 
the time, where-his nightly appearance, with 
mountains of gold and bank notes before. him, 
was the wonder of all betiolders. Ho was by.no 
means an unlucky disciple of Rouge-et-notr, lor 
he several times broke the Enterprise Générale’ 
aes Feux, carrying off, sums which. would 
havé been princely to any but the Barings. 
Notwithstanding’ his luck, his presence at the 
continental gambling tables was naturally 


contidered a scandal at the London Banking 


house of Baring Bros. and, after some negotia- 
tion, Henry Daring was induced to withdraw 
from the firm, ° ‘ ‘ 

Alcxander had no sooner become hedd of the 
house than heentered upon ascries of monctary 
operations on a gigantic scale and of European 
importance.
